Hiniral evidence that chlor- 

propamide, a drug taken 
by mouth, is "highly useful" 
in controlling mild diabetes 
when dosage is held to safe 
limits has been provided by 
two physicians from a study 
of 78 cases.

Some doubt was thrown on 
fee safety of this oral substi­ 
tute for insulin injections 
early in 1960 when reports of 
a high incidence of harmful 
side effects were published. 
Drs. Geoffrey Walker and 
Lourance W. Kinsell under­ 
took an investigation with the 
cooperation of 78 patients at 
the Diabetic Clinic of the 
Highland - Alameda County
£ospiial in Oakland. 

Diabetic control by the
drug was prompt and effec­ 
tive in all but eight of the 78 
patients participating in the 
Oakland study. Loss of appe­ 
tite, nausea and abdominal 
'   omfort were experienced 
.-,  ' veral. but were not trou-
